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SCHOOL BOARD 
INCREASES T A X 
18 TO 20 MILLS 
ON REAL ESTATE 


Explaining they are faced with the 
impossibility of collecting personal 
tax levies, members of the Gettys­ 
burg school board, by a roll call 
vote of four to three at their May 
meeting Monday evening, dropped 
the usual per capita levy and raised 
the millage on real estate from 18 
to 20 mills for 1939. 
The motion adopting the tax rate 
carried with it the approval of a 
budget which estimates school ex­ 
penses for the 1939-1940 school year 
at $109,328. 
At the same meeting the directors 
adopted a teachers’ salary schedule 
for next year and elected the Get­ 
tysburg National bank as the school 
district treasury. For the last four 
years the First National bank has 
handled the school funds. 
Salary Schedule 
Tile teachers’ salary schedule for 
next year provides for raises for 
some of the instructors which are 
required under state law and for 
several 
other 
smaller 
increases 
which are in line with the salary 
schedule adopted locally, recently, 
which 
is 
aimed 
at 
rewarding 
teachers for advanced study. 
Directors differed sharply over the 
tax question and it was only after 
a motion to retain the 1938 tax rate 
for another year was defeated by 
a vote of five to two that the 
alternate measure was carried. Last 
year the levy on real estate was 18 
mills and $3 per capita tax was 
levied. Directors said |h a t much 
less than half of the per capita 
taxes have been paid. 
____________ Need $56,000

Budget figures showed the direct­ 
ors that $56,000 has to be raised by 
taxes while over $51,000 will be re­ 
ceived in state appropriation and 
none-resident tuition. 
Directors favoring the dropping of 
the per capita levy, which they 
pointed out has been done in a num­ 
ber of neighboring towns, declared 
that the new taxing system will

There will be no war in Europe in 
1939 and if a conflict does break out 
after this year it will not last longer 
than twelve months was the ob­ 
servation of Hans V. Kaltenborn, 
radio foreign news commentator, in 
his address before 1,300 Rotarians 
and their guests assembled in the 
Majestic theatre this morning. 
This delay will definitely help the 
democracies, Mr. Kaltenborn point­ 
ed out, because each day sees an in­ 
crease in the the preparedness of the 
democratic countries as against the 
growing discontent in the dictator­ 
ships 
Tile speaker prophesied that in 
a test the democracies would have 
tile unity and ability to produce the 
materials for conflict and at the 
same time depend upon competent 
leadership. 
No U. S. Troops Abroad 
Any question of a conflict across 
the ocean raises the possibility of 
the 
participation 
of 
the 
United 
States in the outbreak, the analyst 
of foreign affairs noted. 
However, 
he stated quite clearly that he does 
not expect the United States to send 
soldiers to fight wars in Europe. 
Instead, he expects this country to 
1 lend through its full support to the 
democracies by furnishing them with 
raw materials and providing the 
necessary foods and supplies that 
they lack. 
Mr. Kaltenborn declared that no 
neutrality policy adopted for the 
United States that would complete­ 
ly cut this country from the world 
would be backed by public opinion. 
It is the duty of America to defend 
its trade routes all over the world 
and to adopt a policy that will have 
as its aim the preservation of peace 
in all parts of the world. 
Unrest in Germany 
Speaking upon the experiences he 
gained from personal visits through­ 
out the world. Mr. Kaltenborn said 
this nation must stand up for its 
rights. To do this, he explained, it 
need not challenge the other coun­ 
tries of the world, but with its trade 
agreements may be a member of a 
co-operating family of nations. 
He 
pointed to the 21 reciprocal trade 
treaties 
the 
United 
States 
has 
signed. 
Mr. 
Kaltenborn 
observed 
that 
probably the only chance for peace 
in Europe lies in the possibility that 
the Hitler regime in Germany will 
be ousted. 
He indicated, however, 
that there is no immediate chance 
for this happening. But he pointed 
out that there is growing unrest 
among the people of Germany. One 
example of this dissatisfaction is 
shown in the fact that there are 
between 300,000 and 400,000 short 
wave radio sets in the Reich that 
are being used to pick up broad­ 
casts from the other countries of 
Europe. 
He said tile Germans are

found dead in York early Sunday 
morning.

District Attorney Brenneman said 
this afternoon detectives were busy 
‘‘gathering up loose ends” surround­ 
ing Malaun’s angle in the case. He 
has admitted having had dates with 
the dead woman. No charges have 
been filed against Malaun although 
he is in custody in York.

Card Links Malaun 
Malaun was taken into custody at 
Hanover as detectives checked on a 
card found in the housemaid's purse 
which bore the name of the Melrose 
dry cleaning plant at Manchester, 
Md. R. D. 
Malaun operates the dry cleaning 
plant at Melrose, near Manchester, 
Md., and has an office at his home 
at No. 3 Third street, Hanover. He 
was picked up in Hanover by De­ 
tectives Ralph Keech and W. H. 
Myers, of York and Detective Jesse 
H anover.------- 
For three hours Malaun was ques­ 
tioned at the district attorney’s of­ 
fice here, and although he admitted 
having had “dates” with Miss Moose, 
he stoutly insisted that he had not 
seen her since late last March. 
Denies Knowledge of Crime 
“I am as innocent of this crime as 
any of you gentlemen,” Malaun told 
detectives and newspapermen before 
being escorted from the district a t­ 
torney's office to a cell in the city 
prison. 
Detectives said Malaun admitted 
being, intimate with the victim on 
two occasions and that she had con­ 
fided to him her fears that she was 
to become a mother. 
Malaun told his questioners that 
when he last talked with Miss Moose 
last March he asked her to name 
the man responsible for the fears 
she entertained about approaching 
motherhood, but that she refused to 
do so.

surface of the sea. hiding the past.

W irt and his wardens said they 
were “keeping our fingers crossed” 
in hopes nothing worse would h ap ­ 
pen before a heavy rain soaked the 
woods. 
“Carelessness or cussedness" s ta rt­ 
ed most of the blazes, resulting in 
“untold'' loss of trees, birds, fish and 
young game, he said. 
Some persons start forest fires on 
the theory that a “good burning out* 
improves the natural food supply 
i for 
deer, 
or 
helps 
huckelberry 
growths, W irt explained. 
Kills Deer, Fish 
“Some huckelberry pickers want 
to kill off the old stock so the new 
can come up better. 
“There’s an erroneous idea going 
around th at a fire will help new 
sprouts th a t furnish browse for deer. 
We don't believe it. 
On the con­ 
trary forest fires destroy the food of 
our game anim als and birds, and 
a t this tim e of year, during the 
breeding season, kill untold num ber 
of young game anim als and destroy 
birds’ eggs. 
T he lye from the wood ashes is 
washed into the stream s and this 
destroys the eggs of the fish as well 
as the fish.
